JANK PROPOSED 


Oklahoma City, May 24—Establish­ 


ment of a State Agricultural Bauk 
with principal place of business in 
Oklahoma City, and farm loan bink* 
over the state as 
auxiliary 
thereto, 
issuance of $5,000,000 bonds to pro­ 
vide money to loan farm ers on long 
time and at low rate interest and 
guaranteed by the state of deposits in 
all such banks, is provided in an in­ 
itiative petition filed Friday with Sec­ 
retary of State Harrson by Edmond 
Barrgan of Norman. The petition is 
No. 37. and provides for the subnfs- 
sion of a question No. 55 to the peo­ 
ple of the state. 
About 20,OOO sig­ 
natures to the petition are necessary 
to have the question submitted to th-' 
people. 
The proposed bill provides for the 
establishm ent of a State Agricultui^il 
Hank, with branches over the state to 
be known and called Farmers* Loan 
banks, and provides for the issuance 
of $5,000,000 in bonds for the purpose 
of providing money to loan farm ers 
“on long time and at the lowest pos- 
j sible rate of interest.” The bill au th ­ 
orizes the establishm ent of the branch 
loan banks in any place in the state 
upon petition of not less than IO nor 
more than IOO respectable 
and 
re­ 
s p o n sib le persons whose sole occupa­ 
tion is none other than farming. The 
proposed measure makes an appropri­ 
ation of $25,000 for the 
purpose 
of 
carrying out the provisions of the aet 
in the establishm ent of the banks.

The governing 
authority of the banks is vested in 
a board of directors, composed of the 
j governor, chief justice of the state su­ 
preme court, attorney general, pres­ 
id en t of the Agricultural and Mechan­ 
i c a l college and three farm ers, none 
jOf whom shall be adherents of the 
same political party as the governor.
